“From these dis- 
trict_or county conventions are. 
elected the party's delegates to 
the state and national conven- 
tious where the basic party 
philosophy and goals are de- 
cided. State conventions .also 
nominate the party's candidates 
for several high state offices, 
including the attorney general 
and secretary of state.” 

“This is also an excellent 
method for young people to 
become involved in politics and 
obtain a clear understanding of 
the roots of the political system 
in our country, but it’s also an 
important means by which any 
citizen can become involved and 
make his voice heard.

I am a student at Kirtland 
Community College, and J am 
presently Vice-President of the 
Student Senate. 1 have been 
reading the letters to the editor 
which have been written by 
candidates for the board of 
trustees, and previous person- 
nel at Kirtland College. ‘he 
reason J am writing this letter, 


‘is because it is time the people 


heard the students views. 

When I first came to this 
college, I heard from faculty 
and personnel alike, that they 
were afraid to speak their 
minds, If they did, they said 
they would be living in fear of 
losing their jobs. I couldn't 
believe. this. I just couldn't 
believe that personnel working 
ata college would have to lose 
their jobs, ut least placed in a 
position where they felt their 
jobs were in jeopardy, just 
because ,they exercised the 
freedom of speech, which is a 
constitutional right. That is, J 
couldn't believe it, until a week 
oF 80 ago. 

On “Meet the Candidate 
Night,” which was held in the 
Auditorium at Kirtland, one of 
the faculty members voiced his 
opinion on the happenings at . 
Kirtland College. He told what 
actually happened at board and 
administrative dealings with 
the faculty. A few days later, 
the chairman of the board of 


the presence of his wife and 
four-year old son and several 
students, gave him a tongue 
lashing for what he said at 
“Meet the Candidates Night.” 
He did not make any attempt to 
take this faculty member aside 
and talk it over in private. In 
my opinion, this was most 
undignified and unprofessional, 
on the part of the chairman of 
the board. He actually intimi- 
dated this kperson in front of 
his family. To me, this just 
proves that what people have 
been telling me is true; they:

the administration comes up 
with, to stop us from having it, 
This year, it came to the point. 
such that it wasn't just a matter 
of presenting it to the admini- 
siratiua for their approvai, 
instead we had to plan ahead 


and think of solutions to the 


excuses that the administration 
would come up with to say na. 
So instead of going ta therm 
with a request, the student 
senaie went to them with a 
request and a-hundred solu- 
tions to the problems apes said 
we would face. 

A good example is the locas 
rink, Two years ago, Kirtland’s 
hockey club asked for a hockey 
rink. The administration said 
they couldn't have it because 
they didn’t have the proper 
equipment. So the students 
went out, got all the necessary 
equipment “DONATED.” They 
Still don't have a nockey rink,” 
even though they were prom- 
ised one by Christmas, which 
has come and gone. Finally, 
after two years of work and 
pushing, the board said Thurs- 
day night, that we would get 
one. I'll believe it, when | 
actually see the hockey rink!!! 

I could go on and on, about 
the college, their laék of stu- 
dent insurance, the poor treat- 
ment towards faculty, students, 
personnel and even to some 
administrators, etc., ctc., but | 
won't. I just hope that the 
people of the four county areas 
realize what is really going on 
at Kirtland College, and decide 
that the time has come to do 
something about it.

Now the Michigan legislature, 


with the blessing of Gov. Milliken, 


has put together another bonus 
package, trimming it somewhat 
from the 1972 attempl. for sub- 
mission to the voters. 

Michigan granted bonuses for 
veterans of other wars before 
Vietnam. Those who served during 
World War J, during World War 1} 
and during the Korean War all have 
been voted a state bonus. 

So why not a bonus for Vietnam 
service, too? 

Under the proposal, those who 
served in ihe military between Jan. 
1, 1961 and Aug. 31, 1973, would 
be eligible. That amounts to about 
465,500 Michigan veterans, with 
about 137,000 eligible for the 
maximum bonus payment of $600 
in bonds for combat veterans, or 
$450 for non-combat veterans. 


Those eligible would have to 
have been Michigan residents for 
at least six months betore they 
entered service. Bad conduct dis- 
charges would disqualify veterans, 
too.

Under the 1974 bonus proposal, 
no provision is made for a specific 


- increase in taxes, so the money 


would come from the state's 
general fund. In earlier cases, if 
memory serves, specific taxes 
sometimes were earmarked, such 
as an increase in the state cigarette 
tax at one time. 

if ine voters approve, the bonus 
would come from sale of $205 
million in revenue bonds which 
would be repaid — along with 
interest — from the Michigan 
general fund, made up of various 
forms of taxes. 

Veterans benefits go back te the 
days of the Roman legions when 
soldiers were given special benefits 
after they completed their service: 
to one or another of the Caesars. 

In this country, veterans in the 
past have been granted special 
land deals, or educational grants, 
and even today are given special 
homestead tax treatment, or wel- 
fare rights, or burial privileges. 

Cash bonuses also are not 
unusual. 

It seems to me that the Vietnam 
war was a war’ of no_ less 
proportions than some of the 
earlier struggles for which the 
state has provided bonus pay- 
ments.

Those who want to commit violence against their 
fellowman have been much in the news lately. 
Kidnappings and holding for ransom have become 
quite popular. This form of crime was not so attractive 


when the death sentence was the penalty for 
kidnapping. 
To judge the effect of penalties on crime 


reduction, consider airplane skyjacking. Between 1968 
and 1972 there were 147 attempted skyjackings in the 
U.S., and 91 were successful. Then came tougher rules 
and penalties and skyjacking virtually ended. The last 
successful skyjacking of a U.S. domestic airliner 
occurred on November 10, 1972. This does not mean no 
one tried. During 1973, some 3,500 passengers were 
prevented from boarding their aircraft at U.S. 
terminals. Over 3,000 were arrested and, according to 
U.S. News & World Report, some “...60,000 weapons 
or potential weapons were seized, including 2,162 guns 
and 23,280 knives.” 

The tesson is plain. If society wants to stop violent 
peaple from committing atrocities, law enforcement 
has to be beefed up, and the fear of apprehension and 
punishment has to be felt by the potential perpetrators 
of crime. That is the only thing that will stop them.

There are several church 
groups in Michigan united 
behind the present drive to 
help prevent murders by the 
control of guns.

New Litter Bills Introduced 


LANSING—Deeply concerned with the high cost 
of cleaning up litter on the state's highways, streets 
and beaches, Sen. John F. Toepp (R-Cadillac) today 
introduced two bills designed to lessen the problem. 

Sen. Toepp said one bill would raise from $400 to 
$500 the fine that may be levied against a person found 
guilty of littering. The violator also could be liable for 
costs of prosecution, jailed for up to 90 days, or both 
fine and jai! terms. 

The second measure introduced by Sen. Toepp 
would create a complaint litter fund from which 
persons whose testimony leads to the conviction of 
litterers would be paid amounts equal to the fine 
assessed against convicted violators. 

“Littering costs Michigan taxpayers an estimated $1 
million a year,” said Sen. Toepp. 

“Other states, notably Florida, have used these 
two proposals effectively and have greatly reduced 
their litter. 

“| sincerely hope that the legislature will approve 
these two bills and that they wili enable iaw 
enforcement officials to wage a stronger fight against 
thoughtless and destructive persons who persist in 
messing up our environment.”
